Programmes 

Four  dinner-discussion  programs  are  tentatively  planned  for  the 
Spring.

Announcements  will  be  posted  in  the  office 
wing  and  on  the  bulletin  board  at  the  entrance  to  the  Tundra  Room  in  the  Commons 
Block.

(non-residence  council  member),  or  residence  dons.     Ideas  are  welcomed.

Council  Meetings 

During  December,  the  College  Council: 

began  investigating  the  possibility  of  offering  University 

courses  through  the  college  and  of  designating  certain  sections 
of  existing  courses  as  Lansdowne  College  sections;

providing  limited  meal  passes  for  non-resident  members;

possible  colour  combinations  will  be  on  display  in  the  Office 
Wing  early  in  the  spring  and  members'  choices  may  be  recorded  in 
the  College  Office.
